The firſt, Report indeed, that I met with concerning your Lord- - 
ſhips Letter, together with the Character, which knew was juſtly 
due to the Author, begat a Confident Expectation in me of being 
throughly Convinc'd by it; and more than half a blind Reſolution 
of adhering to it, and complying with that,. which I am unwil- 
ling to call the Intquity of the Times, But (alas my Lord !). as ſoon 
as I had (with Earneſtneſs and Impatience of being your Convert)

this Surprifing Revolution, then thoſe you have here thought fit to 
Publiſh. But my deſign is to apply my ſelf to your Lordſhip, as 
to a Spiritual Payliciagahd to 14y gpen the.ſtate afthy,Difeeſe,and 
the very foundation © Scruples,/ betoge! yol, this Wy Arguing 
the matter, I may attain to the Truth : And T doubt"not but you 
will ſhow the Goodneſs of your Nature as a Man, and your Cha- 
rity asa Biſhop (whereby you are Oblig'd to lead the Blind, and 
ſupport the Weak) ſo far, as to give me and. the World ſome 
more ſatisfatory Dire6tions, for our Behaviour under theſe Diffi-

This being then the defrgn of this Letter, I cannot proſecute it 
in a better Method, then towait on your Lordſhip from Page to 
Page, and from Paragraph to Paragraph ; and to pointout to you 
where your Reaſons are not Conclofive nor Satisfactory. | 

E agree with your Lordſhip, that ſhould rhe Clergy c rather t9 
deſert their ſtations, then ſwear the Oaths, the Mind# of The People 
would be much diftratted: And I ſuppoſe it is for this Reaſon, that 
the Att particularly points at them; to fright them -(if poſſivle) 
imo a Submiſſion to ſuch things as the Dottrine of the Pulpits gave 
occaſion to Believe they would not fail to boggle at. But we muſt 
not, to prevent theſe Diſtractions, ſow Pillows wnaer the Arms 'of 
the People, and Lult theminto a falſe Security. 

I can with alike readineſs Agree to the 'vaſt Importance of this 
matter : And that this Conſideration onght to move ns to a ſerious 
Refleftion on the Foundation of our Diffent, before we fix on a 
Reſolution /o ' prejudicial (poſſibly) to. the publick, Peace, But it

Whenever, therefore, we find in 
that ſtate any Unaccountable Revolutiovs not reprov'd,. we may 
reaſonably Couclude, that God had fore-lignify'd: his Approbation 
of it : and this the rather, becauſe we'generally:may: Obſerve, tha 
a Prieſt or a Prophet chielly promotes it. | 
There 1s vhis further difference between the Conſtitution of Our 
Gorverument, and that of the Jews; whereby the Examples: from 
them are not concluſive to us: _ That whereas this Crown deſcends 
by an Hereditary Right, That did not. For ſometimes, the Ared 


King Ceclar'd his Succ:fſor betore his Death.  Thus/David gave his 


Kingdem- to Solomon ;, and Fehoſhaphar to Je/oram, But more uſu- 
ally the Fews ElcCted that Perſon to be their King, whom God by his 
Prophets had deſtin*d to that #igh Office ; puriuant to His Expreſs 
Command by Afeoſes, that rhey ſhall in any wiſe ſee him King over 
them whomthe Lord their God ſhall Cagwoſe. Accordingly in the firft 


great Rupture in the Government, where the zen Tr;bes wholly Re- - 


volt from 7«dahb ; the Prophet Arjas gives ten ( of the twelve) 
pieces of his new Garment to Jeroboamm,with this allurance, rhar the 
LORD mouldrend the Kingdom from Solomo?, ( tho' not in his, yet 
in his Son's Reign) andfive ren Trehes to him: and thus when' Re/0: 
boam took violent Counſel, and Anſwer'd the People of 1fracl rough- 
ly, we aretold that the Caſe thereof w.is from the LORD in per- 
formance of his word by ts Prophet ; and after wards he! expreily 


forbids the Subjects of Rehoboam to fight againſt their Brethren the 


Children of Iſrael, , becauſe this thing was from HEM The like is re- 
markable in other Inſtances ; So that in ail the Revaintzons that 
happen'd rhere, Poſſeſſion without doubt might be preium'd to give 
a juſt Right. 

And indeed this is not only true in Relation to the 7ews, bur is 
in it fclf Uaiverſally ſo; as appears from the Norovre and Rein 
of the thing, for wherever a Menarchy is Zeitiye it the Thios we 
fill'd ( whether by Force or Cunning ) Alrgiarce may be due 
cauſe tho tome of the Community mea y be laid to be injur*d by the 

Uturpation, 
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Uſurpation, yet none is diſpoſſeſs'd of a Preceding Right, where 
none is Dethron'd. Where therefore none had a preceding Right 
to Allegiance, it is payable to any.; but to whom ſo properly as to 
him, - who has given the greateſt Evidence ( at leaſt ) of the Majo. 
rity of EleCtors, ſince they had ſtrength and Intereſt enough to 
Seat bim in the Throne beyond the Reach of his Oppoſers. But all 
this is nothing toour Caſe,we know the Perſon who is Diſpoſſe/c'd, 
to whom our Allegiance (as 1s confeſs'd by all) was once due; and 
that he is ſtill in being,and calls upon us for the performance of this 
Duty ; the only Objection you here offer againtt him is, that he is 
unfortunately D3ſpoſſeſs?d, by the force of a wiolent Imruder : but 
who was ever yet adjudg'd puniſhable for a meer Misforrune ? 

Theſe Conkderations alone, wellapply'd, would be a ſufficient 
Anſwer to all that can be urg'd fromthe Examples you have brought 
for our preſent ſubmiſſion toa King withour Right, But leaſt this 
ſhould ſeem too general, | will deſcend to particulars, and ſhow 
you wherein every ſingle inſtance you. produce is defeCtive. The 
Caſe of Athaliab comes near your purpoſe : Her Reign was uN-p,,.8 
doubtedly an Uſurpation, becauſe not being of the ſeed of David, ** © 
ſhe broke into the Government contrary to "the promiſe of God 
( Direftor of the Suceeſſtm ) to him, that His Houſe and His Kingdom 1 5.9m. 9.16. 
ſhould be Eſtabliſued for ever, She took the proper method too, to 
maintain her Uſurpation, for ſhe made way to the Th: oze through 
blood ; and-flew-( as was believ'd all of the ſeed Royall, who could 2 Kings 11.6 
pretend any- Right to the Crows : So that the people through "Igmo- , Ciafaz.mms: 
rance might pay Obedience to Her. But your Lordſhip may ob- 
ſerve, that this is a very dclancvolly Hiſtory for any Vſurper to re» 
fle&t on: For thoſe who were privy to the conceal'd -/nfant King, 
and knew to whom their Allegiance was due, [probably never gave 
it to any other. For we find that Je-9jeas the Prieſt does not ( as 
was 8ſual ji ſuch extraordinary occaſiots ) receive and declare a 
£4 ticular Command from God in this altair ; buthe infiſtsonly upon 
the forecrred Promiſe of God to David, This the whole Aſſembly 
judge Autizority ſufficient ro own Joaſh King, ( the only inſtance 
that I remember of like nature without an 1»:mediate Meſſage from 
God ) even before; he waz Anointed, or Atzaliah pat to death. For 
it it 1s obſervable in this Relation, that Fehojnda in his Conſulration 2 Kings 17 
with the Rulers calls him KING ; As if no room had been left for 2.8, 'S MY 
Elettim, ſince he was the Oaly perſon remaining of the Lixe, and 2 Chr.

The next In{tance would be of confiderable ſervice to the Cauſe, 
had you prov'd that the Righreow HEjr war krown, and Claim'd his 
Right, (you mult add that too Y and that the Debate, which the 
Phariſees keprup, wasnot only Negatively againſt a Forreign Au* 
thority, bur allo poſitively for ſame Perſon publiquely known to 
be that Righteous Heir. This indeed would conclude ſomthing, 
and reach our Caſe : But the Task is too hard to be andertakens 
ſince that Poſitive Law which Excludes all Aliens, Commands alſo to 
make Him their King whom God ſhall Chooſe : So that God's Deligna- 
tion of the Perſon, and the Peoples Election are Precedent to any 
Right, and muſt be made out before any Righteous Heir, according 
to this Law, can appear, Behdos, our Saviour does not anſwer to 
a queſtion of Allegiance, but of Tribute only ; which is indeed a 


* good Argument for our payment of thoſe heavy Taxes that are, 


and muſt be laid upon us ; but who has hitherto ſcrupled todo this ? 
But, let onr Saviour's anſwer to this Enſnaring Queſtion, be Ex- 
tended tothe utmoſt, it will amount tono more then this : That 
they ſhould Acqueſce under the Roman Uſurpations. For the an- 
nexed Command, To give to God the things that are God's, may be 
reaſonably thus Interpreted : That ſince God vouchſafed to be 
their Xizg, they ſhould reſerve their Entire Obedience and Allegi- 
ance to him, and toa Kingot hisappointment, which was the Ue- 
bare the Phariſees kept up. This Interpretation ſeems the more 
probable, becauſe both the Phariſees and Herodjans Marvelled -

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ki Anſwer ;, wherein he had* ſo equally divided and reconciled 
the matter in diſpute between thern, that they were both Tatisfy'd, 
and beld their peace. However this is Evident, thatGod, long be- 
fore this Revolution, had declar'd by the Prophets, that ar the 
coming of the Aeſſiah, the whole Conſtitution of the Jewiſh Go- 
veriunent ſhould be Diffolyd ; And chang'd frem a Temporal par- 
ticular Kingdom, to a Spiritual Univerſal Morarchy under Chrifl 
the King : Whothen ſhould endeavour to maintain this Govern- 
ment, fore-oreain'd by God to Diſſolution, and thereby re/7/# b:y 
Vil! ? But, I hope, We are not yetdetermin'd for deſtru&tion; ar 
leaſt, I havenot heard of any fach Revelation, notwithſtanding 
the Face of publique Aﬀairs looks ſo very gloomy betore us.
